The 
estimates have been derived from the 
results of the Population Survey, which fs 
conducted on a sample basIs throughout 
Australtae From February 1978, the Survey 
has been conducted each month. Previously, 
the Survey was conducted in February, May, 
August, and November of each year. Figures 
shown for periods prior to February 1978 
have been revised to make them as 
comparable as possible with the results of 
the monthly Population Survey - see the 
February 1979 issue of this bulletin for 
details. 


2. Statistics similar to those contained 
in Tables 1 and 2 of this bulletin are 
published each month as they become 
available, In the publicatton Monthly 
Summary of Statistics (1305.1) which ts 
available free on request to this Office. 
Other data contained in thls bulletin are 
also available each month (except for the 
occupation and tndustry details for 
employed persons, which are available only 
on a quarterty basis). In addition, other 
unpublished data may also be available. 
These data, if required each month as they 
become available, may be obtained from this 
Office. 


3. The Population Surveys The Survey is 


based on a multi-stage sample of private 
dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and 
private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.), 
and covers about one-half of one per cent 
of the population of New South Wates. The 
Information Is obtained from the occupants 
of the selected dwellings by carefully 
chosen and specially trained interviewers, 
the interviews generally belng conducted 
during the two weeks beginning on the 
Monday between the 6th and {2th of each 
month. The Information obtalned relates to

the week before the Interview (I.ee. the 
Survey week). Before February 1978, the 
Interviews were spread over four weeks, 


chosen so that the Survey weeks generally 
fell within the fimlt+ts of the calendar 
month. 


4. Scope.

5. Reliabitity of the estimates. Since 
the estimates in this bulletin are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they may differ from 
figures that would have been obtained If 
the Information had been collected from 
occupants of all dwellings (using the same 
questionnaire and interviewing procedures). 
One measure of the likely difference is 
given by the standard error, which 
indlcates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varled by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was Included in the 
Surveys A Technical Note, showing the 
{Ikely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, is shown on page 15 of this 
bulletin. 


6. Classifications of the labour force 


(a) The Labour Force Classification used 


in the Survey conforms closety to that 
recommended by the Eighth Internationa 
Conference of Labour Statisticians, 1954. 
The labour force comprises all civilians 
aged 15 years and over who, during the 
Survey week, were employed or unemployed. 
The Survey week comprises the seven days 
preceding the Interview week (see note 3 
above). The activities of persons in this 


perlod of reference are used In determining 
the classification of those who are 
employed. In addition to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding It are also considered in 
Identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow. 


(b) Emptoyed persons 


1. These comprise all civilians aged 
15 years and over who, during the 


Survey week : 


+ worked for one hour or more for 
pay, profit, commission or 
payment in kind-in a job or 
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business, or on a farm 
(Including emptoyees, employers, 


and self-employed persons); or 


+ worked for 15 hours or more 
without pay In a famtty business 
or on a farm (ie. unpaid family 
helper); or 


+ were employees who had a Job, 
but were not at work and were: 
on paid leave without 
pay for less than four weeks up 
to the end of the Survey week; 
stood down

of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at thelr piace of 
employment for tess than 
weeks up to the end of 
Survey week; on strike or locked 
out; on workers’ compensation 
and expected to be returning to

Note. The figures shown in this bulletin 
for the number of persons unemployed should 
not be confused wlth those issued by the 
Commonwealth Department of Employment and 
Youth Affairs; the latter figures represent 
the number of persons registered as 
unemployed with the Commonwealth Employment 
Service.

8. Occupation classification. The 
classification of occupations is in

June 1976). 


9. Comparability of seriese When 
comparing estimates for February 1978 and 
subsequent months with those for earlier 
periods, It should be noted that with the 
introduction of monthly surveys the 


Interviews are now conducted during a two- 


week period, whereas formerly the period 
was four weeks (see note 3). This change 
of timing may affect the leve! of the 


figures for any month, but particularly for 
months during which employment status of 
the population may be changing rapidly. 


10. Occasionally the estimates of month- 
to-month changes in numbers employed are 
difficult to reconcile with what is known 
Industry, Commerce, or 
government employment. For this reason an 
investigation is being undertaken of 
methods used In producing 
the estimates.

percentage, computed by using sample data 


for both numerator and denominator, depends 
upon both the size of the numerator and the 
size of the denominator. However, the 


relative standard error of the estimated 


percentage will generally be slightly lower 
than the relative standard error of the 
estimate of the numerator. The relative 


standard errors of the numerator can be 


obtained trom Column (3) in the table 
below. 

8. The imprecision due to sampling 
varlability, which is measured by the 


standard error, should not be confused with 
inaccuracies that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by respondents, 
errors made in collection such as In 
recording and coding of data, and errors 
made in processing the data. Inaccuracies 
of this kind are referred to as non- 
sampling errors - and they may occur In any 
enumeration, whether it be a full count or 
only a sample. Every effort is made to 
reduce non-sampling error to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers, 


and efficient operating procedures. 


9. Estimates below 4,500 have been 
excluded from this bulletin because they 
are subject to sampling variability too 
high for most practical purposes.
